m er forage crop method of feeding is 
greatly superior to the old time “dry 
lot” feeding. 
This i; especially true 
when th** hogs are turned into tile corn 
in September for the finishing-off pro­ 
cess.

out the fact that from 125 to 150 
pounds of grain can b*> saved for each
